NA builded: The Nueenes Mateſtie of her godly and vertuous diſpoſitton, 
I araighteip chargeth and commaundeth, that al lawes a good ozdinaunces

heretofoze pꝛouided agaynit fyghting and quarrellyng in Churches and 


| e EN, Churchpardes, chalbe duely and with al ſeueritie executed, accoꝛdyng to 
the tenoꝛ and true meanyng of the ſayde lawes and ozdinaunces. 

Ind kurther her Pateſttes pleaſure is, that yf any perſon ſhal make any fray oꝛ quarrel,o2 dzawe,oz put 

- outbis hande to any weapon foz that purpoſe, oꝛ ſhoote any handgunne oz dagge within the Cathedꝛal 
Churche of Saint Paul, oꝛ Churchyarde adiopnyng thercunto, oz within the limites ofthe foure chaynes 
compaſſyng the ſame,o2 within any other Churche oz Churchyarde, ſhal receiue not only the punychment 
tonteyned in the ſfatutes pꝛouided foz the tame: but allo beyng thereof conuicted eyther by the euidence 
ofthe facte, teſtimonie of two honeſt and indifferent perſons, oꝛ by they: owne confeſſions befoze her high⸗ 
neſſe counſel in the Starre chaumber,o2 the Maioꝛ foz the tyme beyng within the citie of London: and in 
other places out of the ſame citte,befoze two Juſtices of the peace of the Conntie oz place where any of the 
ſapde offences ſhalbe committed: ſhalſuffer impꝛiſonment by the ſpace of two monethes without baple oz 
mapnepꝛyſe: And further pay ſuche fine and fozfeyture towardes the reparation of the ſayde Churche of 
Saint Paul, oꝛ oł other Churches where the ſame offence ſhalbe committed, as ſhalbe aſſeſſed by the ſayde 
Counſel Maioꝛ, o: Juſtices befoꝛe whom ſuche conuiction lhalbe,as is atoꝛeſayde. 

Ind her Maieſtie further ſtrayghtip chargeth and commaundeth al and ſynguler her ſublectes, that 
none ot them duryng the tyme of pꝛeachyng within the ſayde Churche of Paules, oz Churchyarde ol the 
ſame, oꝛ ol any diuinitie lecture readyng, oꝛ of diuine leruice in the lame Churche,oz in any other Chnrche 
oꝛ Churchparde within the Nealme, ſhal walke vp a downe, oz ble any kynde of diſturbaunce,oz ſpende the 
tyme in the ſame about any bargaynes oz other pꝛophane cauſes: but (hal reſozte vnto the common pzayer, 
pꝛeachyng, oꝛ readyng, and there quietly and reuerently behaue them ſelues, as to the duetie of Chꝛiſtian 
men appartepneth, oz els quietly to auoyde out ofthe ſayde Churche oz place, vpon payne ofimpztſonment, 
and ofſuche further fine as is afozeſayde; the fine al wapes to be conuerted to the repayꝛyng of the Church 
where the offence ſhalbe committed, a N 1 — 

Her Maieſtie alſo ſtrapghtly chargeth a commaundeth that al perſons do fozbeare to make from hence- 
fooꝛth any limitation oꝛ appoyntment by wꝛptyng oꝛ other wile, fo: the payment of any ſumme oꝛ ſummes 
ol money within the ſayde Churche of Saint Paul. oꝛin any other Churche oꝛ Chappel where diuine ſer- 
uice is oꝛ ſhalbe vled, and the woꝛde of God pꝛeached, oz to carpe oz recary anye burden, fardell, oz other vn. 
ſeemely thyng thꝛough the ſayde Churches, other then koꝛ the repayꝛing oꝛ other neceſſaries of the ſame 
Churches, vpon payne of impꝛiſonment, and further punichment by kine, as afoze is ſayd. 

Pꝛouided alwayes,that it ſhalbe lawful as wel to any perſon , whiche at this pꝛeſent ſtand bound by any 
koꝛmer couenaunt oꝛ bonde, to make any payment of any ſumme oz ſummes of money, in any Churche, oꝛ 
other place afozeſayde , to make tendꝛe and payment ofthe ſame, as alſo to euerp ſuch perſon and perſons, to 
whom the ſumme is oꝛ ſhalbe due, to receaue the lame in ſuche place where it is limitted to be tendꝛed aud 
payde, vnleſſe the parties (whiche is truſted they wpl koꝛ good ozders ſake) (bal other wyle agree: This 

Pꝛoclamation to the contrary.notwithſlandyng. 

And foz the better execution or this Pꝛoclamation, her Maieſties pleaſure and expꝛelle commaundement 
ts, that the Maioz , Aldermen, Sheriſtes, and other yer Officers, and Tonanons of her Citte of London, 
and euerp ol them, doo not onely ayde, and alliſt, and helpe the Byſhop of the ſayde See and Churche ol S. 
Paul, oꝛ the tyme beyng. and other Eccleſiaſtical Officers and Miniſters of the ſame, from tyme totyme, in 
the due execution of the pꝛemiſleg, as neede ſhall requpꝛe: but alſo that the ſayde Matoz of London, ſhal ap⸗ 
poynt euery ſundap, and other holydayes in the peere, duryng ſuche tyme, and at euerytyme that halbe 

thought by the Byſhop oz Deane of the Churche requilite, ſome one oz twook the Aldermen ol the ſaid Citie 
ol London, accompanped with. ini. oz. vi.diſcreete Commoners ol the layde Citie, and attended vppon with 


br and ersof he topd Ctſeorepayte bntothe aid Church o 
&.paul.theretolee the pzemilſesduely executed in al poyntes accoꝛdingly. And if they ſhalfind any perſon 
edient, oz offendyng in any thyng touchyng the pꝛemilles, to appzehend and commit him fozthwith to 
unn chere toremayne without bayle oꝛ maynepꝛile, vntyl turther onder be taken with the laid offeridour 
mine atopetayde. And kinallp her Mateſtie traightly chargeth and commaundeth all and finguler her 
lulticest —— — Churchwardens, and all o- 
- gerherhyghnelſ> Officers, Pinitters,and Subiettes that they and euery of them fromtyme to tyme,en-
